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Strategy and Tactics in Mercator III : 
Part I ! The Army/Fleet Module 

The Mercator series of Diplomacy variants, virtually unknown in U.S. 
Dip circles* is one of the most complicated set of such games ever designed. 
Devotees of Mercator also find the games to he among the most rewarding 
of all the Dip variants - while detractors are put off by the many unique 
rules t which demand close study if players are to do well . 

This is the first of a group of two or three articles on elementary 
strategies and tactical options in Mercator III . which Is the version of 
Mercator being played in the JIHAD subzine Pax. It's being written at the 
suggestion of my overseas Mercator players for two reasons: first, to 
even out the chances for the inexperienced USA players in the Pax game; 
and second, to try and encourage more players and GMs to give this design 
a try. 

British variant designer Doug Wakefield designed the first Mercator 
game in 197^. His intent was to retain the fundamentals of regular Diplomacy 
while increasing several other factors s size (as in the very popular 
Youngstown variant}, fluidity (the best example being Fred Davis 1 design 
Abstraction , acclaimed in a British Diplomacy publication as the one variant 
which may have improved upon the original), risk, and player interaction 
where the countries are widely separated on the game map. 

The second of these four criteria - fluidity - led to the development 
of Davis 1 convoy rules into Mercator's single most distinctive hallmark: 
the army/fleet module. 

The fundamental concepts of the A/f module arei 

First, that convoying is accomplished by an army boarding an adjacent 
fleet at sea, being carried by the fleet across the sea(s}, and finally 
landing at its destination while leaving the transporting fleet at sea. 

Second, that the representation of all the above requires dividing 
the standard Diplomacy turn into four parts (TIME SCALES in Mercator 
parlance ) : 

Time Scale 1 - Armies can board fleets at sea,' or land from fleets at 
sea. (The fleet can support the landing now, support the army after it 
has landed (in TS2) , or do something else.) 

Time Scale 2 - Normal Diplomacy orders , including "fast ferry" convoys 
across a single space - which are handled as in standard Diplomacy, with- 
out boardings/landings unless the order fails - and transfers of a boarded 
army from fleet to adjacent fleet(s) in a convoy chain. 

Time Scale 3 - Pis emb arkat ions of armies from A/Fs at sea after 
the normal move/stand/support orders . (A TS3 disembarkation may never be 
supported. ) 

Time Scale 4- - Retreats. (TS1 dislodged units have first choice of 
retreat spaces.) 

Finally, an Army/Fleet combination can only exist at sea, or in a 
canal a one.

The Quickie Two -Space Convoy : (NOTE: All examples will be set on the 
regular Dippy map so everyone can follow the discussion. ) France opens 
with F Mid and.

Tunis C?!) in Fall? TS1-A Bre boards F Mid. TS2^A/F Mid-Wes . TS3- 

A Wes disembarks Tun! 

Other supply centers that could have been reached by French A Bre in 
this position include Lpl, Lon, and Bel in addition to those reachable by 
standard orders.

The Hostage Patrol i An army boards a fleet, and the A/F moves to 
a space off another player's coast without landing the army. This threatens 
an army landing without actually entering another's areas - but what makes 
the threat MUCH more dangerous than in regular Dip is our next tactic... 
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The Amphibious Assault ; My favorite nasty tactic (and the subject of 
an intense dispute in a game 1 *m playing where A/F rules are similar but 
not identical) < This is a TSl tactic for dislodging an enemy unit on a 
coast - and the enemy CANNOT stop it. The army is ordered to land (Exi 
A Wes lands Tunis) and the fleet is ordered to support the army TO (not 
IN) the area (Ex: F Wes S A Wes TO Tun). A support TO order is the ONLY 
support order valid in TSl, so any support that an enemy A Tun has is 
irrelevant? the army is dislodged, lifted from the board, and has no 
impact on play until the TS4 retreats. 

What's the catch? The army newly landed has a. strength of 1 during 
TS2, and can be dislodged in turn by a supported attack. 

The Invasion This is a variant of the amphibious assault, used when 
the space assaulted is unoccupied. Order the army to land in TSl (Ex: 
A Wes lands Tun), and the fleet gives support IN {not TO) the space 
(Ex: F Wes 3 A Wes IN Tun) . This is a TS2 support , and thus gives the 
newly landed army a strength of 2 against enemy counterattacks. 

The "Missing Link " Convoy : You don't need to build up the full 
convoy chain any more. The last sea space need not be occupied, as a 
multi-fleet convoy still allows the last fleet in line to move with the 
army! Thus, given A Bre and Fs Mid, Wes, and Tyh, the following sequence 
lets the French move to Greece: TS1-A Bre B F Mid.

The best example is the space North Atlantic Ocean on the Mercator map, 
which is adjacent to NO supply centers. However , an A/F in that innocent 
space threatens ELEVEN supply centers directly on the next move; maybe 
even more if an adjacent fleet is available for a convoy chain. 

In summary, it needs only to be said that the Army/Fleet rules set 
and the Time Sca_le definitions are the most important rules in this game. 
They give the game its charm and some of its flavor, and an understanding 
of these rules is essential . or your best diplomatic efforts will go for 
naught .
